STIP-EL-ART can be brushed on most any surface 
that can be painted, wood, cement, metal, plaster, 
glass and wall-board, in fact, any wall or ceiling 
material. A stiff bristle or stubby worn brush will 
facilitate the apphcation. 

Experience is not essential, anyone able to handle a 
brush can secure most astonishing results and at a cost 
far less than that of other materials. Special tools arc 
not necessary, an old brush, a sponge, triangle, crumbled 
paper, whisk-broom, comb, spoon, rolling pin or fingers 
are used to create EngHsh, Travertine, Spanish, Italian, 
Colonial, Stippled or Swirl effects.

Suggestions for Application 



PREPARATION OF SURFACE— Surface to 
be decorated must be dry and clean, free from 
dirt and grease. Prepare same as you would for 
a good oil paint job. 

Fill in cracks or holes with a lead and oil paste, or 
patching plaster, when dry, size patches with Pure Shel- 
lac. Joints in wall-board surfaces should be covered 
with adhesive tape after they have been filled. Have 
all surfaces uniform. 

Do not apply STIP-EL-ART over soTT*pl aster, old scaly 
paint or wallpaper. 

New plaster or calcimined walls must be sized with 
STIP-EL-ART SIZE or Pure Shellac. DO NOT USE 
GLUE OR SUBSTITUTE SHELLAC SIZES. Allow 
Size to dry thoroughly before applying STIP-EL-ART. 
Old glossy painted walls should be roughened up with 
steel wool or fine sandpaper before applying STIP- 
EL-ART. 

APPLICATION— Apply STIP-EL-ART as it comes. 
It is ready for use. Brush on like paint, use a short 
stiff bristle brush or an old worn paint brush. 

COVERING CAPACITY— One gallon of STIP-EL- 
ART will cover from 60 to 100 sq. ft., depending upon 
the texture and nature of the surface to be treated. 

STIPPLING AND TEXTURING — Treatment may 
be started immediately or within fifteen minutes after 
STIP-EL-ART has been brushed on the surface. 

THINNERS — Use Turpentine or Turpentine Substi- 
tute, only when necessary. Add one pint of Thinners 
to one gallon of STIP-EL-ART. DO NOT USE OIL 
FOR THINNING. 

COLORING OR TINTING— STIP-EL-ART is manu- 
factured in White color only. It is easily tinted with 
Colors in Oil or Japan to any desired shade before 
applying. 

GLAZING— STIP-EL-ART dries within 24 to 36 
hours, according to weather conditions, it can then be 
glazed to any desired shade or combination of colors. 
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
